I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  1955. 

The  Vital  Statistics  compare  favourably  with  those  for  the  rest  of 
the  Country, and  it  is  gratl-fying  to  note  that  there  no  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year  and  no  maternal  deaths. 

With  the  introduction  of  the  new  Rood  and  Drugs  Act,  one  can  hope 
in  the  future,  with  regular  inspection  of  the  food  premises  that  there  should 
be  less  chance  of  food  poisoning,  although  the  Borough  has  been  remarkably 
free  from  this  infection  for  many  years. 

The  Borough  has  been  free  from  Poliomyelitis  for  the  past  five  years, 
and  vrith  the  introduction  of  Poliomyelitis  Vaccine  let  us  hope  there  may  never 
be  any  cases  of  this  in^^cction  in  the  Borough,

Clearance ; Duri.ng  the  year  the  Council  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  G-ovcrnm.ent  a statement  in  which  the  estimated  number  of 
houses  unfit  for  hui'ian  habitation  w'-ithin  the  meaning  of  section  9 of  the 
Housing  Kspairs  and  Rents  Act,  195^,  ond  suitable  fer  action  under  section  11 
or  section  25  c:c'  the  Housing  Act,  195^,  v/as  21.

Meat  and  Other  Foods;  The  Brackley  Meat  Company  which  was  formed  when 
slaughtering  was  decontrolled  continued  to  operate  the  Slaughter-house  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Council.  The  numbers  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the
